# During a long day's work, 
West lived with East , . . in 
m brave, tiny boat which is 
home for a family of five 



"TTS not too late to 
-I change your mind/* 
the Commander's wife 
told me as we stood in 
her modern kitchen with 
the pre-dawn blackness 
outside pressing against 
the windows. 

At that moment there? was 
nothing I wanted to do more 
than to get oui of what had 
seemed a good idea in the 
comfortable quiet nf her 
Lounge, hut which wa» some- 
thing else Again in the reality. 

t was dressed in baggy 
black cotton trousers, black 
cotton slippers with rope 
soles but no socks, and a 
lougish, tight-sleeved, high- 
necked black cotton jacket 
over a warm angora sweater. 

The sweater was a con- 
cession (o * my Western 
fragility, as Hong Kong 
harbor was swathed in a 
clammy grey mist. It was. 
midwinter and I was em- 
harking on an experience 
rare to Westerners — to 
spend a day on a sampan, 
to see how the daughter of 
my friend's amah lived, 

Chit riling my shallow 
straw coolie hat, I drank hot 
coffee with thick cream, and 
prepared to forsake my 
familiar life for 14 fcourn. 

A navy car drove me 
within walking distance of 
my de*rtinatioti. Here the 
dun. door amah motioned 
me lo follow her through 
an unreal scene of swirling 
vapors into the city of sam- 
pans moored side by Aide, 
bow ID stern 

I stepped I mm sampan to 
sampan, collecting wrll- 
deacrved abtise for rocking 
the boat 

Many women 

The curses were all from 
women, for this sampan city, 
like most of Chinese- popu- 
lated Hong Kong, abound* 
with women — toiling, vol- 
uble, energetic women and 
their industrious children. 

AI though most sampans 
are permanently moored to- 
gether to provide housing in 
the overrrowded city, there 
m an entire, more inacces- 
sible area where working 
sampan* gather. 

A jam pan it a small 
modified junk- A small poop 
rises in the stern behind a 
rounded ham boo cabin rem- 
iniscent of a dog kennel. 

A heavy rudder, a pair 
of long oars, and a slatted 
lateen sail make op the 
craft's "power/' 

fn fftntSer craft I hatch 
in the rabin opens into the 
hollow keel below, in which 
the entire family sleeps, 
wrapped in quills, Like pup- 
piet in a basket. 
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All cooking i.-, done an 
a brazier on deck, sanitary 
facilities are nun -existent, 
and fresh water scare e- 

I was gasping and pant- 
ing From the exertion of 
clambrrjug over the 
congested boats, bnt told 
inyneli the exercise was at 
least keeping me warm. I 
marvelled that the Chinese 
women in their thin cotton 
garments seemed not to feel 
the rawness of the w eat her. 
They were not only cheerful 
but remarkably neat in their 
standard 'uniform.'* 

Three toddierst 

We came to the outer 
edge of the sain pan city and 
the amah thing QUI an arm 
tp grasp my shoulder and 
brought me face to fat e with 
her eldest daughter. She 
grunted and hissed + gave me 
a slight shove forward, and 
then was gone, picking her 
way hack to shore. 

"'Good morning/* I ven- 
tured inanely. 

The woman opposite me 
obviously chcl not understand. 

She could have been any- 
thing from 1& to 40. Sbr 
had beautiful. naturally 
arched eyebrows and a de- 
termined, rirrnjy chiselled 
m>uth, and a baby was 
strapped to her back in a 
black cotton sling. 

Nothing could have been 
fun her removed from The 
squat, muscled peasants of 
the paddies than I UK wil- 
lowy, graceful woman who 
nodded curtly at me and 
applied herself to the oars, 
standing upright between 
them, manoeuvring the rrait 
inlet open water.

She was neither friendly 
nor unfriendly, just busy. I 
had the hopeless feeling their 
was no way for me to reach

No sooner had I sat 
cross - legged under the 
furled sail than there toddlers 
emerged from the bamboo 
kenrrl. To my roiisiema- 
cmu, the smallest began to 
rrawl toward me, while the 
two others, pint aixt d both, 
went about their chores. 

On a yacht, 1 would have 
been apprehensive that one 
of the children might fall 
overboard, but their mother 
didn't rven glanre at them 
as they trotted about the un- 
railed deck. 

The tot reached mc, 
grabbed my ankle. I hoisted 
it to my lap, discovering 1 it 1 ' 
to be a he. I was appalled 
at his near nudity — a

W mother presented her with a baby 
grand piano, Mrs. Poole and her hus- 
band* a young Brisbane architect, 
decided to build an extra room to 
accommodate it in their pleasant 
courtyard-type home. 

Now the musk-room is one of the most 
attractive rooms in their three-bedroom 
hi mte. They also built into the room a 
divider unit of black bean timber with 
radiogram^ writing-desk, and bookshelves. 

A subdivided front garden of "Haael- 
mere," one of Brisbane's fine old residences, 
provided the site far the Poolds* new home, 

Tfeere were four targe jacaranda trees, two 
guava trees, and one black bean tree on 
the aiie. Gabriel Ponle designed hi* home 
in sit among these trees.

The design allows all the rooms to open 
on to or overlook courtyard*. Two bed-

The plate (left) is a fine example of Eng- 
lish Derby porcelain. The naturalistic 
manner m which the iris is painted, and the 
inscription and factory mark— jewelled crown, 
crossed batons, "D" and the numerals "313"— 
indicate that the plate is late I8ih century. 
It was painted by M Quaker" Pegg (William 
Pegg) about 1795-1800. The Derby works 
was founded by William Dursbury m 1756. 
The elegant sugar basin,, with mcvab 
bears the Dublin ball-marks for the year 1803 



and was made by James Srntt. The "bright- 
cut" engraved border is typical of the period.

Rose pruniog 

BY ALLAN SEALE 
• Wilb practice, pruning becomes easy. 



ROSES, which have so many 
varieties, naiurally have vary- 
ing characteristics of shape and 
growth. Each is pruned differently, 
but the basic rules apply. 

The purpose of pruning ii always: 

(a) To remove dead, diseased, <*t old 
wood no longer capable of produc- 
ing vigoromi, healthy growth. 

(b] To cut back healthy wood, forcing 
The new growth to come from lower 
down, where the canes are heavier 
and better able to support it. This 
alio keepi the plants more compart. 

In (a), when removing old or dead 
wood, cut as closely as possible to the 
baic of the plant [crown) or the junc- 
tion where it meets newer wood that 
is to he conservrd. 

For (b). when shortening back healthy 
wood, cut about i«x above a bud point 
ing in the direction the new growth in 
desired. Slant the cut slightly downward 
toward the back of the bud. 

Now all that ia needed is a little 
practice. Examine the rose bush and 
decide which growth lo remove or, more 
important, leave. 

New canes are usually smooth and 
plump, either green or a purplish color. 
Old wood usually ha* dull, grey-brown, 
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slightly *caly bark. If it has oucivnj 
its usefulness it produces oojy ihin^ 
twiggy growth. This ii really |Jh« de- 
ciding factor. 

Some bushes have comparative. fe w 
vigor* mil canes showing. Here you wiU 
need to compromise and leave what 
would be considered luh-sUiidar .1 «n 
another bush. 

Other plants will have an exaj of 
new, healthy canes, sometimes ihi fx 
four coming from each stem hm 
there are two or three such iterm to 
the plant, leave only the lowr^ .ane 
on each stem, unlets this cane h .pea 
to be growing across the other k wth r 
In this case, shear it off clean lv her* 
it joins the main stem and lea 1 . £ dm 
next one above. 

The older main stem is cut awsj 
immediately above the remaining cine. 
A pruning saw will be necessary f the 
old gtowth is too thick and he. . for 
secateurs. Special long-handled, iieary 
cane primers are also available. 

Shortening Back: From eaeb hud flr 
eye bft on the new unci, a Bowel item 
will develop. In turn, die I&wi ljudi 
that form on these flower (ten will 
produce the flowers for the foU wing 
season, and so on. 

Nowadays, it is generally jl. ?pkd 
that roses are better if not pruned ihack 
too heavily. 



Therefore, instead of leaving two buds, 
as was the practice* it is now recom- 
mended that three in five should remain. 

Incidentally, a bud (or eye) will 
always be found in the junction of leaf 
and stem, or fractionally above where a 
ieaf has fallen. 

This, then, k step {h). where the Qtt 
is made Jim above the bud and sbnling 
back slightly behind it. If it ii nude 
closer the bud may die t or the new 
growth make a poor union with the 
stem. 

When it is made loo high above the 
bud, a "hat rack" or dead section of 
wood develops, a source of fungus in- 
fection that sometimes causes the cane 
to die back beyond the bud. 

Make practice cuts 

The secateurs should be held with 
i tic sharp, thin cutting blade nearest 
the bud. The thick, crescent-shaped blade 
acts only as a rest c*r table for the 
cutting blade, and can leave a bruise 
where it prcsnr* against ihe item. 
Naturally, it is better to have the bruise 
on the section being removed. ( Practise 
these cuts on higher, surplus buds.} 

Water Shoots: These are long, sappy 
growth that tomes from low down on 
the main items or from the crown head, 
which ii at or jmt below ground level. 
ljUcr they will form the new frame uf 
the plant, replacing the old sterns. 

Unlike the lateral growth from the 
newer canes, the water shoots normally 
terminate in a cluster, or candelabra, of 
flower buds. Dr. not pick all of this 
flower cluster, or the wood uf the new 
shoot may not mature. You can pick the 
centre of the cluster, leaving the two 
lower branches. 

Suckers; At first there may he some 
confusion between these and water 
shoots, but where the latter come from 
the crown head (where the rose was 
grafted to the briar) or above, the 
sucker comes from the briar stem below 
this crown. L'sually they can he dis- 
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tinguiihed by the thinner FuIl.il: 
with seven leaf leu instead of 
in doubt, rake the soil away, ss 
is emerging from below the dm 1

T\EA& men do tell tales — ds 
U shown by these stories of 
British murder trials. But it still 

surprises the intelligent average man 
thai there can be a conviction for 
murder on the evidence of a hair, a 
fleck of blood, a tiny bruise, the saliva 
on a cigarette end, the position of a 
wound, or the chemical content of a 
fingernail. 

The men responsible for these appar- 
ent miracles are the pathologists, more 
widely known as the "crime doctors' 1 
who practise forensic medicine. They 
arc not to be confused with the police 
ivrgeon* called mt first to do the pre- 
liminary btead-and-bulter work when 
serious and nat-sa-seriaus crimes are 
committed. 

Forensic medicine , the specialty of 
pathologist* known as "legal medicine** 
in America, is still so much a mis- 
understood term that only a few years 
ago, in what became known as the 
Case of the Welsh Mammy (see page 
12), the judge asked the Crown path- 
ologist for a definition of the term. Dr. 
Gerald Evans replied that forensic medi- 
cine was the application of the know- 
ledge of medicine and disease to violent 
death and to the investigation of violent 
death in the courts of law, 

Hard task 

The facts that a pathologist can dis- 
cover from a dead body, or from parts 
of a body, are so numerous tlutt if they 



were not authenticated by professional 
men of integrity the nan-medical mind 
would refuse to credit them. 

The task of the crime doctor becomes 
progressively harder the longer the body 
remains undiscovered. But t provided 
the long bones of the arms or legs ere 
found, the pathologist can assess height 
to within an inch or two by using tables 
devised at the end of the last century 
by a doctor named Karl Pearson. 

Many guides 

Age is a little more difficult to tell 
with any accuracy from the mid-twenties 
until the early forties, but in the young 
and old there are many guides to follow. 
Bones svilt tell whether the dead persons 
limped, if they asere right- or left- 
handed, the race to which they be- 
longed, and very often the diseases from 
which they suffered or had been treated 
for many years before. 

Not all these facts become apparent 
at a glance even to the mast experienced 
crime doctors. Same emerge only after 
long examinations and reconstructions 
m the "palaces of truth" as the path- 
ologists grimly call their mortuaries, or 
in the forensic laboratories after tests 
fry their close alfies r the forensic scien- 
tists. 

The crime doctors are not. as is often 
supposed, types of superset entire detec- 
tives working under the direction of the 
police, but there are two immediate 
matters on which they can and do give

after a shed fire. Suicide dues had been 
picked up and Sir Rrnlley, who had the 
suspicious as Well dJ the inquiring 
mind of a good pathologist, asked ex~ 
acity where the body had i>een His- 
cavered. On hearing thai tt had been 
seated on a stool, he made a remark 
which pasted into forensic medicine 
legend. He said he had never heard of 
a man fitting on a stool and waiting 
to be bumed to death f "l*urn the body 
aver" he commanded. As he had 
mixed, there was a bullet-hole in the 
back- a circumstance which set off a 
countrywide hunt for a murderer, once 
the crime doctor had performed a post- 
mortem* 

In cases of violent death the police 
always rely on the advice of the crime 
doc ton as to the time that death act- 
uzlly occurred. 

Broad, genet al principles and signs 
Have emerged aver the years, for in- 
stance, that the forehead of a dead per- 
son feels cold after four hours and the 
body is quite cold within 12 hours of 
death; fat people cool more slowly than. 
fjm, and adults more slowly than chil- 
dren. 

Gunshots 

The interpretation of gunshot Wounds 
is a matter in which crime, doctors to Ice 
a lively interest. They can tell in a 
post' mot tem examination where a bullet 
entered the body and ivhtte, it left. 
There is no room for arguments about 
entry and exit points. They soon know 
whether the barrel of the murder 
weapon was held against the skin or 
near, or, if the gun was fired from some 
distance away, they can calculate from 
the amount of skin blackening at what 
distant e it was fired. 



The teeth of a dead body are tt help 
in assessing age. The real assistance here 
that crime doctors can give to the police 
is in association with dentists, who 
usually keep detailed records of tfie 
dental plates they make for patients, 
Taken together, the records and the 
pathologists 1 nates of surviving teeth and 
roots have helped the police to identify 
many unknown bodies. 

Human hair has many secrets to 
yield. The crime doctors, using their 
microscopes, can say whether a hair 
has come from a- man or a woman, and 
from which part of the body. Wilkin 
limits, hair reveals age and sometimes 
the trade u man works at. If. survives 
when most fleshy parts of the body huvt 
returned to matter. 

There is even a school of thought 
that believes the new nuclear reactors, 
available to some universities where an 
interest ti taken in forensic medicine 
and science, will in the future mean 
I hot identification by hair may become 
as exact as by finger prints. 

Blood clues 

Rta/id and bloodstains inform th*e 
pathologist of a number of incon- 
trovertible facts including an indication 
of the weapon used in an attack. They 
may even indicate how the attack took 
place. 

The ikilled pathologist is able to tell 
whether wounds or bruises on a dead 
body have hern caused before or after 
death. The reason M that during life 
the ordinary pressure of blond send) 
it round the body, and therefore out 
of a wound, for as long as an injured 
person continues to breathe and live.

GUNSHOT wounds arc: often as 
revealing to the doctor who 
specialises in crime as fingerprints and 
palmprints arc In the professirinaJ 
policeman. 

In a caste of murder by bullet, the 
skilled pathologist cam usually deduce the 
make of the gun used, the distance from 
which the but In was. fired, the angler at 
which the buJIet entered the body, and, if 
I wo shots vtere fired, which wav the Jim 
and which was the killer shot. 

But bullets and the telltale traces they 
leave behind must have been far from the 
thoughts ol William Janice Croft, thirty- 
two-year -old llyingnifficcr of the litdc RAK 
station at Predannack in OimwaJL, when 
he firvl noticed early in 1943 dark -haired, 
bright-eyed Welsh Curporal Joan Nora 
Lewi*, one of the WAAF contingent on the 
station 

Service rules were strict. Friendship 
between officers and "other ranks'* was 
frowned mi> and fur bidden if the relation- 
ship became more than an exchange of 
normal pleasantries during on-duty hours. 
This applied even when the officer and 
"other rank" were single. 

In isolated stations, of course, the rules 
were often broken, and before long Cmfi 
and Mis Lewis were spending evenings off 
together a* a prelude to staying at hotels 
on odd nights during leaves. 

Croft was rmi happy about the situation. 
He was already married and the father nf 
two children and he was dithering about 
asking his wife For a divorce. He scribbled 
on a note lb Miss IawiK that life was 
such hell he thought of suicide. lx lf only 
I were not married/' he wrote. "Always 
that 'if." If only I had tin: courage to 
go through with a divorce/* 

The mood had changed in another 
letter. . . you see, Joan Lewis, how 
you have me. 1 am dreadfully happy. 
I could sprout wings and fly about." 
"With die love we have/' he wrote later, 
'i think we could l)e even happy on a 
mountainside in Wales." * 

The girl luid answered with a touch of 
Welsh insight into the future. l i feel as 
though you are holding a pistol at my 
head, which ia liable to go of! ar any 
moment . . , 1 love you so much, so 



much. When this war is over there will 
he no more of us hot just memories. Lei 
us prolong litis happiness as long a% e 

can. 1 " 

Miss Lewis had other boyfriends ,wj 
she told Cruft how one bad asked I * 
lu meet him in London. She had rcfuj | 
"'Something has happened to me sinn I 
have known you/' she wrote, "I havr* o 
interest — in any other man. As I 
you go on loving me and wanting me, i ,,r 
is how tt will be.' 1 

Many wartime romances of the same 
sort sprang up between men and won n 
in the Services, and that of Cruft and \ ■>, 
Lcwii was nol the first in which m 
authorities took a limit

Croft had climbed out of the window, 
neaning to fetch help, but almost immedi- 
letj he heard another shot.

Croft described his own feelings and 

He said be did not look at the 
4 1 again but picked up the revolver, put 
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it to his head, and tried to pull the 
trigger- *! could not," he confessed. 

He said he went to the window, Looked 
out at the cloud, and said to himself, 
"This is the last time I shall see this,* 1 

"I then lay on the floor alongside the 
windows- ! thought that if I shot myself 
standing up I should hurt myself in falling. 
Lying on (he floor, £ put the revolver 
to my head again and tried to pull the 
trigger but could not. I lay like this for 
some time. 1 then got up, held the 
striker of the revolver, pulled the trigger, 
let the hammer down quietly, and put it 
on the table," 

H Croft's story had been true, it was 
not n good defence against a charge of. 
murder in such circumstances, though on 
the strength of it a sympathetic jury might 
have found him guilty on a lesser charge. 
But was it true? 

/'One diflituky is that when Croft tele- 
phoned FlyingJOrficer Page, the duty 
officer, he definitely said that he had 
killed the girl „ TI Superintendent Tom Mor- 
euinb. Head of Cornwall's C1D S said to 
Dr, Hocking. "Later he changed his 
tone and said the girl had shot herself. 
Can yon reconstruct what happened? I 
should like to know whether Croft shot 
the girl, or did the girl shoot herself?" 

The crime doctor's first step was to hnd 
out which of the two bullets had actually 
killed the girh The hid let through her 
head had gone in above her left eye and 
out above the right ear. It had caused 
dreadful damage. But had Miss Lewis been 
alive when it was fired? 

Dr. Hocking decided thai she had. When 
a bullet enters a body, ordinary pressure of 
blood pumps out blood from a wound 
-^as long as the injured person is alive, 

Dr, Hocking explained to me that he 
found the bullet in Miss Lewis' breast had 
torn the muscles of her shoulder and must 
have caused her considerable pain. But 
the amount of blood she had lost and 
surrounding bruising meant she had lived 
for a few minutes after the shot was fired. 

"Women, in my experience, don't like to 
disfigure themselves and, in fact. dou'l 
often use guns 1o commit suicide," the 
Cornwall crime doctor explained to me. 
"It could just have betm possible — though 
[ don't think it happened — that the girl 
fired the revolver into bet chest/' 



His tests showed that the revolver had 
been fired six or eight inches from the 
girl's chest. By using an abnormal grip 
it could just have been done. But the 
kick of the heavy revolver would have 
certainly- bruised the girl's fingers and 
Miss Lewis* were not bruised 

What, then, of the head wound? "That 
bullet was fired from the left to the right 
side. 1 could tell that from the girl's 
skull,'" said Dr, Hocking, "because the 
entry wound is neat and, where the bullet 
came out p the hole is splayed.™ 

"No," was Dr. Hocking's verdict. "The 
girl didn't fire that bullet. The muzaie 




of the revolver was probably between 
12 inches and 18 inches from hp* head 
when it was fired. Even a contortionist 
couldn't have got the gun round to fire 
such a shot with her right hand," 

"But why couldn't the girl lire the 
gun with her left band?" I inquired, 

'The reason I'm sure the girl didn't 
Ore it with her left hand/' answered die 
crime doctor, "was that the first shot 
wouldn't have killed her, but it tore her 
shoulder muscles so much that she couldn't 
have lifted the gun high enough to fire 
from a downward position- Besides, when 
she was found, the girl was clutching her 
left breast with her left hand, as would 
be natural. In such an attitude, the left 
hand could not have held the revolver to 
fire- a shot which caused instantaneous 
death." 

"My opinion was and is." said Dr. Hock- 
ing, "that she fired neither of the shots. 
She lived a few minutes; after the first 
shot hit her and was killed by the second 
stun through the head." 

At the trial, the famous gun expert 
Robert Churchill attended to give evidence 
for Croft, but his views supported Hock- 
ing's theory and he was not called. 

At bis trial at Winchester Assizes, Croft's 
own counsel, Mr. Humphrey Edwards, a 
firearms expert himself, did a valiant best 
to show that Miss Lewis had fired the 
two shots herself. He suggested an en- 
tirely new theory — thai the girl had grip- 
ped the revolver with both hands to fire 
an Id her c hest. 



Then, in her agony, he suggested she had 
slumped forward with her right thumb 
still on the trigger guard- When the 
heavy revolver hit the floor, her right 
thumb was on the trigger guard and dis- 
charged the bullet uito her head and 
killed her. 

Mr. Edwards had a Webley in court 
and performed a splendidly executed 
acrobatic piece of nurne to show how it 
could have been possible, but the judge 
and jury preferred to beJieve what the 
professional expert said. 

Croft, a Post Off ice worker before he 
had joined die RAF as a regular airman, 
did not cut a very gallant figure in the 
dock. He had begun immediately after 
the tragedy with a statement that he had 
killed the girl, but when he had had a 
little time to think he said the girl had 
done the shooting herself. 

At Helston police station be changed 
his story again and said that "it" came 
over him. "1 feel as if there were a 
wheel spinning in niy head at terrific speed 
which tries to lift me and then I am 
nut master of myself. I'm saying this 
as a relief *to get it off my mind," he 
told the police. 

In court, he reverted to the nory thai 
there had been a suicide pact. He said 
the girl had shot herself but he was forced 
to admit that, if thr story were true, he 
had not carried out his pan of the bargain. 

A plausible explanation is that his 
nerve failed at the last moment, but it 
must be remembered that Dr. Hocking's 
opinion was that several minutes elapsed 
between the first and last shots. Did 
Croft's nerve fail again after the second 
shoii when the rime had come to kill 
himself? 

The Crown pressed home the case of 
murder against Croft. "You provided the 
revolver You provided the ammunition. 
Yon agreed with Her that she should dk. 
I suggest that you did everything to pro- 
cure this young woman's death *aid 
Mr. John (later Judge} Maude, who 
prosecuted him. 

Croft did not reply. He was found 
guilty and served a "life" sentence in 
prison. The judge and jury believed the 
doctor's rectHUttrtictinn of the crime rather 
than that of the only man who could have 
known exactly what did happen, "it

Morton's, who left a message ihat he 
would ring hack in a quarter of an hour, 
in the hope that Mr. Morion would have 
rerurned by then. 

The women resumed iheir work in the 
quiet kitchen and shortly afterwards Brown 
came in again, took a white-handled game 
knife from the kitchen drawer, and left 
without a word. The women could not 
imagine why he should want a knife at 
ihar itme of the night. About ten minutes 
later, he returned to the kurhen with the 
knife and put it back in tlie drawer. 

Mrs. Morton had exchanged no con- 
fidences with Ann but she felt sure that 
the girl had bec ome aware that what had 
started as an ordinary evening had some- 
how arcruired .1 linfttfer utmosphere. They 

were both wailing in a state of near- 
r ir';i.jiii.j 1 ' — . r , . 1 1 fi,j (} je return oi Mr. 
Morion. 

The minutes dragged into o-mion-filled 
half hour jt and Brown's creepy earnings 
and goings did nothing to reassure the 
women. But although they did not know 
it. the farmhouse had noi been forgotten. 
Morton's Carlisle friend telephoned again 
and just before ten o'clock another caller 
tried to [jet through. 

The operator made a note nf ihe times 
and gave the callers the saure answer: 
"There is n» icply from Saxton Grange." 

The Crown's ease was thai by this time 
Brown had already shot .Vfoiton and cut 
Ihe telepone wire to prevent outside inter- 
ference when he fired Morton's body and 
car, Certainly he seemed startled when 
Mrs. Morton remarked as 1 as unity as 
she could that Mr. Morton had been on 
the telephone to say that he would be 



home shortly. Brown was carrying the 
gun but made no comment, as he cleaned 
it and put it together again. 

About 11.30 p.m., when Brown had left 
again, the two frightened women heard a 
car coming down the drive, "It's rav 
husband/' said Mrs. Morton thankfully. 
But no footsteps were heard except those, 
of Brown, who came into the kitchen 
and said that the bos* had been in and 
gone out again. 

To where:" Brown did not know. The 
women were clow, to psntr but with an 
effort controlled themselves and talked 
of the homes at the Grange, the pupib. 
at Mr*. Morton 1 !; tiding school,, which was 
attached to the farm, of (lie weather — 
anything except iheir growing nod grip- 
ping fear of the handvome and monosyllabic 
yruum. whose actions seemed to be those 
ijf a suspicious jailer. 

"fin not going to bed until Mr, Morton 
cojucs home/' said Mrs, Morton when 
brown finally said goodnight to go up to 
tttfi hm where tie had a bed. But Brown 
did not go to bed. 

The atmosphere of the kitchen was 
beginning to sririe The women and they 
went upqtflin;, locked themselves in the 

bathroo rid watched for Morton "s eat 

h-.'idliiilits in fin. hi up the drive. 

Aboin half an hour later, they caught 
3 glimpsr of I be shadowy figure <'f H row 11 
crossing the fartnyard. He went into the 
kin. hen but did not *tay there, and indeed 
1 here was no reason why he should have 
-turned. The Grange was an old house 
and the stairs creaked badly. Tlie iounds 
ihe women heard told them that the 
groom was coming up the stairs. 

After a time of agonised wailing they 
heard hirn 150 down again Why had he 
come bark to the house? What was he 
up tO? 

Mrs. Morion ronld guess that he was 
contemplating entering her bedroom but 
neither she nor die maid had any idea 
why he had stood silently on the landing 
l»efore going down again. Tliey thought 
it might be to terrify them into staying 
indoors. 

At the foot of the stairs, he changed 
his mind and creaked his way to the top 
but almost immediately relumed. Event- 
u a 11 v the wtmien fell into an uneasy doze 
in the chill v room, thinking that m the 



daylight there would he a simple explana- 
tion of the mysterious happening.*. 

The continuous crackling of an un- 
warned fire a 1 night is one of the most 
frightening sounds in the world. Same 
time around three o'clock the women 
heard the noise and awoke to find trie 
litii.i ui flames flooding into the room. It 
was not lite house ljut the garage thai 
was on tire. 

IV need for action brought some 
release from tension, if no I fiom fear. 
Mrs, Morton ran to the dr.iwing^oom 10 
Telephone for help. By the time she 
realised thai the line was dead, Ann had 
brought the baby down- Wrapping the 
child in ruga, they rushed out into the 
eold night. ' I'm afraid to go over to 
the fire in case Brown Ls there/' whis- 
pered Mrs. Morton. x '!.er*s hide in the 
liedge for a while t>efore we run over 
in the bailiffs house." 

They heard Brown lope up lo the house 
:md 1 all Mrs. Morton s mime, but getting 
no reply he sped away toward . the rue, 
Smne rnumu^ latrr irusrrcv» and maid 
found the courage to uoss ihe damp fields 
wilh the i liild and reach sanctuary in 
the bailiffs bouse, half a mile away at 
Tow r on. 

Dawn had broken by th*- lime the fire 
hiiswle cooled ihr hlackene<| w reckage of 
the garage and its two burnt-out ears 
enough for an inspecrion to be made. 
Brawn, who had driven in the horse-box 
U» b lch Murnly Sirwnrt. the farm bailifT, 
had rental ked a% they stood inipotentty in 
the heat of the blaze: "If the boss is tn 
there he'll never be seen again." 

Brown was right. Only a pathologist 
could say with certainty that ihe shapeless 
remains were those, nf a man. But it was 
Brown himself who provided the identifica- 
tion. As the Ircidy was being removed, 
a bunch of keys whfch had been welded 
on to the Hesh, fell to the floor "They're 
the boss's.'" he pronounced. 

Brown, in spite of hia humble posidon 
and n rt predict a hie ways, was an intelligent 
man, but he did not realise that great 
strides had been made in forensic medicine 
and science in ihe "twenties and 'thirties. 
Jf he had done so he would have given 
more (bought lo his crime- 
As *oon as (he initial shock ai the 
discovery of Mr, Morton's body had sul>- 
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sided at Saxton Grange, Brown made a 
si a torn cm to the local policeman. He said 
his master had come in about 11.30 p.m. 
and they hud a talk about a heifer. Mr. 
Morton was drunk — "clever side up," as 
Brown put it — but had spurned Brown 1 ! 
offer to put the car away and had gone 
out again. Brown's theory was that Mr. 
Morton had returned a couple of hours 
later/ gone to sleep in the tar with a 
eigarelte in hi* mouth, and set himself on 
fire, 

II will never be known whether Brown 
thought he could Lmsi to luck that the 
rrime doctor and the police would nut find 
the bullets that killed Mr. Morton, or 
discover and inquire into the cut Telephone 
wim, or learn nf his strange behaviour 
just before Mr. Morton's death. 

Perhaps he thought that if his story of 
shooting at a rat was accepted and he 
could intimidate Mrs. Morton and Ann 
into silence, the cut telephone wirt* might 
be ignored and all would be welh 

On the morning of the fire, Superi men- 
dent William Blacker of the West Riding 
CM.D., a giant of a man with an acute 
brain, went over to Sax ton Grange lb louk 
around. He suspected nothing until Dr. 
Sutherland, performing his post-mortem^ 
found pellets in the body. 

It was viral to have at least an inspired 
guess of the time of death and the 
pathologist said it would have been about 
9 p.m. T shortly after Morton was seen, 
sober and alert, driving toward his home. 

Blacker devised an experiment. Between 
nine and nine-thirty Brown was known 10 
have fired a shotgun. Blacker thought 
his story about shooting at a rat might 
have been a cover-up to lull the suspicions 
of the women waiting in the farmhouse, 
in case they had heard the shot that had 
actually killed Morton. 

At a set time, with a stopwatrh in tiis. 
baud, Mr. Blacker waited in the Grange 
kitchen while one of his men fired Mr. 
Mortun*s J2-bore Ely shotgun in the 
garage. Although he was listening 
specially t Blacker did not hear a sound. 

The records of the telephone operator 
proved Iwynnd doubt that the Grange 
telephone wire had been cut between 930 
and 10 p.m. This was the lime when 
Brown had left ihe kitchen with the white- 
handled game knife, with which he could 
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easily sever the wire. The Superintendent 
commandeered the knife for further 
experiments. 

He sent Brown's suit to the famous 
Home Office analyst, Dr. Roche Lynch, 
who found a smear of blood on the bottom 
of the trouser leg aud two smears on his 
left boot. Later, the analyst found four 
spats of human blood on the barrel of 
Mr. Morton's gun. This convinced the 
police that Brown was standing quite 
close to Morton when he fired and that, 
not realising the clur was there, Brown 
hud been careless afterwards when he 
cleaned the gun. 

From a forensic point of view, the police 
had a strong case when they charged 
Brown with the murder of, his employer, 
but there was other evidence, apart also 
from that of Mrs, Morton and her maid. 

Brown said he had gone to bed when 
he left the farmhouse, but his bed had 
not been slept in 

The farm bailiff, Mr. Stewart, was an 
observant mnn and, wliile dressing and 
listening to Brown's story of the fire, he 
noticed dial the groom was fully clothed, 
wearing a collar arid lie, widi his hair 
neatly brushed. "I put my collar and 
tie oo while Mr. Stewart was getting up," 
wax Brown s explanation at his trial. "My 
hair is always well oiled and 1 merely 
smoothed it down," 

The police also called in a Leeds motor 
engineer lo examine the remains of Mi. 
Morton's iwo bumi-oul cars. He found 
that the petrol tank draining plugs were 
missing. As die plugs were not under- 
neath the cars it was clear that they had 
been removed deliberately. A bowl which 
could have, been pushed underneath ihe 
cars to catch flowing petrol was found in 
a corner of the garage. 

On a cold December day in 1933, 
Brown, 2 scowling figure wearing an incon- 
gruous canary -yellow pullover, climbed ihe 
steps from die ceils below into the dock 
at Leeds, where another notorious miir- 
derer, Charlie Peace, had stood his trial 
many years before, A great crowd, gathered 
outside the court, seemed to be in no 
two minds that the real villain, of the 
drama was not the man in the dock but 
the hapless Mrs. Morton. Her name was 
to be smeared mercilessly during the trial 
and the crowd would have mauled her 



if the police had not given her protection. 

Morally, Mrs. Morton was not a shining 
example for the young. She admitted 
thai she had once been caught kissing a 
man in the nursery at Saxtni) Grange, 
and that another man, apart from Brown, 
had lieen her lover. The only man in 
whom she was interested at the lime of 
her husband's death lived diirty miles 
away. 

Brown's defence — a watery one, bril- 
liantly expounded by Mr, G. IT, B Sirc:iu 
field, now a High Court Judge— was thai 
Brown's "successor 1 ' in the Morton 
manage was the murderer 

That wise and worldly judge, Mr. 
Justice Humphreys, did not think much of 
the theory and wanted names and details, 
tiot innuendoes. '*lf you can identify 
him, Yorkshire and, if necessary, all ling- 
land shall be searched lo find him and 
bring him here," he said. 

No name was forthcoming and when 
the judge summed up he was careful to 
point our (hat the jury should not neces- 
sarily disbelieve Mrs. Morton because she 
had been immoral, ''What you may think 
is that she is an angry woman," the judge 
said, putting the evidence in perspective. 
"Shu 1 has said with the utmost frankness 




lhat while four year* ago the and the 
prisoner wen: intimate — she was cnramil- 
Iuie; adultery with him — some time after 
(hey ceased to be on good terms and she 
rook a dislike to him. She said he was 
bullying and unkind.*' 

In the court, judge and jury had been 
in a position to see the open hostility 
between Brown and his Former miiilress. 
While Mrs, Morton was giving evidence, 
Brown's face was alive with hate. Iff 
denied that he had been Mrs. Mortons 
lover at the time of her husband's death. 
He dented that he had ever really been 
in lave with her. It was clear from his 
venom dial he regarded Mrs, Morton as 
the architect of his misfortune. 

But the prosecution was not solely or 
largely concerned wi(h emotions The 
affair between Mrs. Morton and Brown* 
and Brown's contempt for Mr. Morton, 



whose position he obviously coveted^ undei 
lined a strong motive. 

But The proof of Brown's guilt reste* 
on cold, hard facts. He had lied alx»i 
Ihe lelephone. He told the police he hn< 
never thought of going to the teiephon 
when the fire broke out, forgetting tha 
he had informed Mr. St wart as they stoo. 
wait funs; die blaze that the telephone w;i 
out of order at the Grange. He lu 
lird, too,, about the horse-box, which h 
said he had backed through the gaxau- 
doors in order to get help. The dot.! 
I lore no t race of damage. 

Probing into the events of the evening 
before Morton's deaih, Supermtcndrj 
Blacker heard die story of Brown s Strang 
bur open depLinuire from the kitchen wi - 
the white-handled game knife and decidriJ 
to Call for expert evidence from Profesv 
F. G. Try horn, a scientific expert fr<ii 
Hull University, whose experience of tht 
behaviour of metals was unrivalled.

The trial had gone on for four days. 
Brown was fighting for his life bur was so 
obsessed hy his hatred for Mrs, Morton 
that he cannot have remembered all the 
details of the scientific evidence. It may 
t>e that he did not fully understand the 
significance of some of the evidence. When 
his turn came to go into the witness box 
lie spoke of how he had taken die black- 
handled knife to cut the harness rope of 
the horse he was freeing. 

^'Show ihe jury how you did h" invited 
rhe judge. 

Brown held an imaginary rope and, in 
mime, severed it with a quick, upward 
movement. Mr Justice Humph rep smiled 
enigmatically. It wan precisely die same 
movement 'that Professor Tryhom said 
must have been used when the telephone 
wire at Sax ion Grange was cut. 

Humphreys was one of the best criminal 
judge* of his day, but he was old- fashioned 
enough to look at novel scientific evidence 
with some suspicion. Twenty years later, 
after he had retired from the Bench, he 
was kind enough to give me information 
ahuut a judge whose biography I was then 
writing. In reminiscing about hi* own 
cases, the name of Ernest brown cropped 
up. 

"Professor Tryhorna evidence was 
damning but I tuuHd not let the jury con- 
vict Mrown solely on the strength of it," 1 
lie mused. "I treated it as corroborative 
evidence. It was as far as 1 could go. 
But, of course, 1 had a shrewd idea that 
the jury 1 thought Brown was a murderer, 
and lhal was my opinion, toe" 

The scientific evidence, as the "York- 
shire Pout" said in commenting on thr 
most sensational North Country trial for 
many years, made certainty more certain- 
Brown's appeal was dismissed. 

Hut Brown's behaviour bad been so 
extraordinary and foolish that thr Home 
Secrrfary asked two mental special^; m 
examine him after he had been found 
guiltv. The special fat* said he was sane 
and the Home Secretary, ignoring a 
petition signed by 10,000 people, refused 
a reprieve. Brown passed the time reading 
and playing dominoes while waiting For 
the hangman, if 



PEOPLE in Queen Victoria's time 
knew better than wc do that 
phosphorus is* a deadly poison. Tt was 
Used to make matches add those who 
came in contact witk the substance 
developed a horrible disease called 
"phossy jaw," 

Oliver James I^eonard and Ernest 
Georee Wilson, two men in their 
seventies from the industrial slum 
called j;trrow s in north-east England, had 
probably never beard either of phosphorus 
or "pho&y jaw," but all the same they 
died from phosphorus poisoning in 1956 
iind J 957 respectively. 

No one could say with certainty how 
they took it. bm it must have been 
heavily disguised, because, as Professor 
Camps said, a person would have to be 
blind or have no taste and smell to take 
phosphorus raw. The chances arc that 
it was given eiiher in te.i or rough mixture. 




What is certain is that the woman wno 
gave it to them was their wife — Mary 
Kliraheih Wilson, a harridan living in 
Windy Nnok, which is a romcr of Telling;- 
on-Tyne in Durham County. 

The source of the. poison is alan certain 




— riil or beetle poison, which can be bought 
over the counter of any chemist's shop as 
a proprietary brand. 

Man r Wilson was sixty-six years old 
when she stood her trial at Leeds Assizes 
in March. lH)f>ti. She was a dumpy, gincer- 
baired drab whose life had heen hard, 
but no harder than that of ihousands of 
mher women in that part of the world, 
who refrained from poiiioning their hus- 
bands. 

Mrs. Wilson, originally a domestic ser- 
vant, first married the nan of the house 
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where ihe worked. She and John Knowlcs 
had Lived together for forty-three years 
and he probably owed his long life to the 
fact that for most of the time his wife 
had had a "steady" lover. 

Mrv Wilson was not charged with mur- 
dering her husband and her lover, bm 
those who worked on the prosecution case 
believed she had done so, and thai nieces* 
had given her an appetite for murdering 
twice more. The "motive was to secure the 
few pounds her victims possessed — £50 in 
the ease of Leonard and perhaps £150 
from Wilson. If she really murdered her 
first husband, her reward waa only £27 
and her lover's estate of £6 was hardly 
worth the trouble of col Lectins;, lu the 
words of Mr. Geoffrey Veale, Q.C., who 
led for the Crown, she was a "wicked 
woman." 

It is difficult for rational people to 
understand how Mrs. Wilson ever thought 
she could get away with murdering the 
men in her lift AH four died within 
two years of each other. She married 
Leonard in September, and thirteen 

days Later he was dead. Ernest Geurge 
Wilson took her to the .tome Jarrow 
register office in October, 1957, and fifteen 
day* later he was dead, too. 

If the neighbors had not been inclined 
lo gossip at ihe coincidence, abe gave them 
ammunition herself. When the under- 
taker came to bury her third husband, she 
suggested that as she had already given 
him so much wurk, he might quote her 
a wholesale price. At the small party to 
celebrate her third wedding, she said with 
North Country caution that the lelt-over 
cakes would come in handy for the funeral, 
though she modified this thought by saying 
that perhaps she would give Wilson a bit 
longer to live. 

True, the remarks were tossed off in 
light-hearted fashion but no one in 
working-Hass circles makes jokes of any 
sort about death. Finally, when she knew 
her arrest was imminent, she denied mur- 
dering the two old men. "1 didn't kill 
them, she said, "they were dead already/' 

In provincial townsj the police have their 
ear* very close to the ground, and after 
Wilson's funeral it wasn't long before they 
heard the rumors that Mrs. Wilson had 
poisoned her last two husbands. They 
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began discreet inquiries. The facts they 
uncovered convinced them that they were 
on the trail of a conscience] ess killer. 

As soon as the was introduced to 
Leonard, she asked his landlady "if the 
old codger had any money.*' When she 
heard that he had a tittle, she visited him 
every day. Within a week, he was Lodging 
at her house. The old man, however, 
was not anxious to part with his money 
unless Mrs. Wilson would marry and look 
after him. 




■ The ink was hardly dry on the marriage 
certificate before Leonard, who had been 
hale and hearty, became ill. Neighbors 
found rum on the floor after falling out 
of bed. He was brathing heavily, white, 
and speechless, There was no brandy in 
the house and a kindly neighbor brewed 
him a cup of tea. Immediately Leonard 
saw it be knocked it out of the neighbor's 
hand — proof, the police thought, that he 
knew he was being poisoned. 

"1 think he's dying," said a friend to 

Mis Wilson, 

"1 think so. too," was the Teply. *Tve 
called you because you'll lie handy if he 
docs,"' Leonard's face was contorted with 
pain and he was writhing in agony, but 
Mrs. Wilson did not call a doctor and 
Leonard died that night without medical 
attention. This was significant because 
the doc tor was not called lo Wilson when 
he was dying. 

A day or two before his death, Leonard 
had been to his doctor with a cold and 
was given cough mixture, ft also happened 
that Wilson was given cough mixture by 
his doctor. When Mrs. Wilson called at 
the surgery on the day Leonard died, the 
doctor remembered the old man and 
thought it was an ordinary death from 
senility. He did not see the body — it was 
not unusual, he said, in cases of thai sort 
—and gave a certificate that death was 
due to myocardial degeneration and 
chronic kidney trouble. There was no 
fuss all along the line. 

Mrs, W T ilson found it was just as easy 
to get rid of old Ernest Wilson They 



met first after she wrote to him on hear- 
ing he was looking for a housekeeper. 
Ernest told her it was not a housekeeper 
he wanted but a wife. He said he had 
£100 invested in the local Co-operative 
Society* a paid-up insurance policy worth 
£150 and a nice home. The part about 
the home was a lie because Wilson had 
lived alone since the death of his wife and 
the old man's council bungalow, rented 
for 6/6 a week, was dirty and full of 
cobwebs. 

This time, before she carried out her 
plan, Mrs, Wilson look the precaution of 
calling in a doctor to see her husband a 
short time before he died. Mrs. Wilson 
said he had been ill in the night because 
he had eaten too much liver, which had 
disagreed with him. But Wilson was 
sitting up in bed and smiting. He could 
nni understand what all the fuss was about. 

it was a clever move on Mrs. Wilson's 
part. When the doctor received an 
emergency call next day he found Wilson 
dead. He thought it odd that he had 
not been called earlier because he cal- 
culated that Wilson had been dead for 
some hours, Bui the" Wilsons were old 
people and he gave a certificate that 
death was due to myocardial degeneration 
and cardiac muscular failure. 

That day, Mrs. Wilson behaved in a 
peculiar way for which no explanation 
could be given. She told the landlord 
of a public -house that her husband had 
gone into hospital, although he was already 
dead at home. Probably because she did 




not wish to sleep in the house with the 
body of the man she had killed, she 
stayed the night with a friend. She said 
nothing about her husband's death and 
seemed interested only in trying to sell 
his gold watch and guard. 

The friend went back with her to the 
bungalow in Windy Nook and Mrs. Wilson 
handed her the keys, remarking that she 
was going lo have a shook. The .mock 
duly came when she opened the door and 
saw Wilson laid out on a trestle for burial, 
Mrs. Wilson had done her work and gossip 
did the rest. 



The Case of the Widow of Windy Nbc* 
is interesting to students of crime lot 
several reasons, including the obvious doe 
that a very distinguished crime doctor 
differed from several colleagues on the fa 
terpreiation of the same evidence. It 
also an example worth studying of the 
legal art of making a strong prosecutim 
case on the medical side seem full of hoi 
by starting false trails, and seizing and 
stressing the unimportant so that far da i 
on end the real issues are in danger i| 
eclipse. The trouble in the widow's caw 
was that the defence had to erect a bui? 
ing without foundations. 

Dr. William Stewart, a distinguish' J 
pathologist who was present when 
two bodies were exhumed and carried o l 
the post-mortems, had teen no case, of 
phosphorus poisoning before, but this w \% 
not surprising because phosphorus poiv - 
ing is rare today. Mis evidence v^jj 
straightforward, clear and given as an in- 
dependent witness. Wilson, althon u 
elderly, had no serious organic disc:: 
If death had been due to cardto-vascu r 
failure and myocardial degeneration, u 
his death certificate said, the patholo, i 
would have expected gross changes in ihe 
heart muscle and the coronary arii j 
There were no changes of that sort. 

Instead, he found congestion in ip 
gullet and intestines. The liver, normal I s 
chocolate color, was yellow. All w ft! 
symptoms of phosphorus poisoning. 

In the case of Leonard, his heart was 
normal and had none of the fain J 
ditions shown on hh death certificate 
too, had died from phosphorus poison $ 
The cases were both acute, the path. ■ 
gist said. Phosphorus, he added, is uo\ 
found in the human body normally and 
the only way it gets there is through a 
mouth. 

Another pathologist, Dr. David Em rat 
Price t qualified the last statement by say- 
ing tliat phosphorus could get through :ht 
skin or small wounds in small quanu '"s 
if a person was exposed to it. To p-o- 
duce death, one or two grains — abou a. 
teaspoon ful — must be ingested, hue tw 
amount of phosphorus found in a body 
after death was not a jruide to the amount 
taken. It was merely a residue left after 
death had occurred. The judge, Mr. Jus- 
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uce HinchclifTe, asked him his opinion 
ol the causes death. 

"I think they both died ill the first 
■lagc of phosphorus poisoning," he said- 
Note: In first-stage phosphorous poison- 
ingj death is quick and Ttvost painful. In 
■ .amd-stage poisoning, die victim appears 
0 recover for a time before finally dying 
ii five or six days.) 

The analysts followed. Dr. tan Barclay, 
.f the Forensic Laboratory at Cos forth, 
n-rund not only the phosphorus but wheat 
-an and concluded that the poisonous 
distance both men had taken was beetle- 
tiler. He had found phosphorus in the 
iijniar.h, intestines, and liver* Miss Row 
Heubroa, QpC, who defended Mrs. Wilson, 
-keel wbcdicr it was surprising that phos- 
horus should be found in a body after 
il had been buried for thirteen months, 
rn Leonard's case. No ( said Dr. Bar- 
lay, nor was it very unusual- 

\n interesting hare was introduced in 
ill* cro^-cxamination ol Dr. Alan Currie, 
>( the Forensic laboratory ai Harrogate, 
,lio said in Lhe witness box that he had 
.levea' had positive results in testing lor 
i"*meittary phosphorus except in the case 
: j death lrom phosphorus poisoning. 

Mad he ever heard of phosphorus being 
i ued in puis? Miss Ileilbron asked. "There 
iiive been many strange things used in 
ills," replied Dr. Currie, "But 1 have 
■■ver come across elementary phosphorus 
■ Them, though it did have some use at 
be tx'ginriing of the century. 11 

The court stirred when Miss HctEbron 
roduced a bottle of damiana pills — they 

C taken in the North of England as an 
plirodisiac — and asked Eh. Currie to smell 
icirh ^Yes, there is a little phosphorus an 
Kern," said Dr. Currie, sniffing "*at least 
here is a smell of ir_" 

Phosphorus in sexually stimulating pills, 
.iken by old men who had just married : J 
Veil ... the titillating point had been 
iiade even if it was without much basil, 

Mr. Geoffrey Veale, Q.C., re-examining 
ir the Crown, brought the court to earth 

iih such mundane questions about che 
mount of phosphorus found in the two 
indies and the amount required to kill. 
\ I though a fatal dose of phosphorus is 
clieved to be I J grams — some doctors 
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think it is far less — the small amounts of 
2,7 milligrams and 3-8 milligrams were 
found in the bodies of Wilson and Leonard 
respectively. 

"Supplying you did find phosphorus" 
said Mr. Veale, 14 docs that help [n ex- 
pressing an opinion whether a large or 
small amount was ingested?" 

"If milligram amounts are found, a very 
large amount has been taken," answered 
Dr. Currie. 

"Above a faul dose?" inquired Mr. 
Veale, Replied Dr. Currie. "Unless death 
has occurred immediately alter taking it, 
you are very lucky in find one, two or 
three in illiirranis- I have never isolated 




more man -\\ milli^ianis in a rase of 
known phosphorus poisoning and in many 
cases I have isolated none," 

So, in the view of the Crown crime 
doctors and analysts, phosphorus,, probahly 
from beetle -pa wdex, had caused the death 
of the two old men and it was not nmil 
late in the trial that the defence, all the 
time casting 3 doubt here, making a 
diversion there, inspiring little scenes 
■ilicm-vei the MmiaLkut material could be 
worked on, produced their own crime 
doctor- 
Through no fault of his ma, Dr. Francis 
Camps was a day late, but his formidable 
reputation had gone before him and though 
he had not seen the bodies he was pre- 
pared to give his opinion on the medical 
and scientific reports. In the absence of 
microscopic evidence, he put the causes 
of death as: "unasc ertainablc" but sug- 
gested heart-failure in Wilson's cane and 
coronary thrombosis m Leonard's. He was 
asked about Wilson: "Would you say it 
must have been death from phosphorus 
poisoning?'' asked Miss Ileilhron. 

"I don + t dunk so," was the reply. "I 
think it would be dangerous in say thai, 
because other cause* of death have not 
been excluded" 

"What other causes could there have 
been in an old man of seventy-six on the 
findings here? ' naked Miss Heilbron, M The 
commonest cause of deaLh at that age is 



undoubtedly heart condition," was the 
reply. 

Miss Ileilbron asked- "Is diabetes a 
possibility?" 

'*No, I don't think it's a possible cause 
nf death hot a possible cause of fatty 
change in the liver. But there are Jots 
of other things which might be a cause 
of change." 

In cross-examining, Mr. Veale drew Dr, 
Camps' mien (inn lo the fact that they 
were investigating the deaths not of one 
man but of two. both of whom had some- 
thing in the gullet, intestines, and liver 
and both of whom had phosphorus in the 
stomach, "Is it some form of coinci- 
dence?" he asked, 

"I don't think the gullet and liver have 
any significance/' replied Dr. Camps. "The 
only thing I think of any nignifirancr 
whirh. could be interpreted is phosphorus," 

Mr. Veale said that Dr. Price had given 
his opinion that the cause of the deaths 
was phosphorus poisoning. "Would you 
afdre^' 1 " inquired Mr. Veale, "I would 
not go as far as to say that." said Dr 
(lamps Although he had not been in 
t cmrt f Camps said he had read lhe trans- 
cripi of the evidence. "1 don't limit 
Dr. Price materially differs from me," he 
said. 

The aphrodisiac pills liad been bought 
openly without prescription by the defence 
during the trial. They were analysed and 
found to contain minute quantities of phos- 
phorus and a strychnine compound and 
were quite harmless. But there was no 
evidence that the two old men had bought 
pills of thai sort and half a dcroen pills 
would have represented the amount found 
in each body. 

"To get a fata! dose," said Mr. Veale 
to a witness for the defence who gave 
evidence about lhe pills, "you would have 
to take three whole boilles lull of the 
pills (aboot 150)?" The answer, "Thai's 
righr." halted thai hare in its tracks but 
it had served a useful purpose. 

Miss Heilbron put up a spirited fight 
but the only solid point in her favor Was 
that no rat or other poison was found at 
the Windy Nool bungalow and there WAS 
no evidence thai Mrs. Wilson had bought 



iL Mass Ileilbron'* suggestion that the 
whnlr-mcal bran found in lhe bodies was 
merely wholemeal bread, was rejected. In 
the end, the evidence of Dr. Camps was 
nol as conclusive as the defence probably 
had hoped. The damning thing, as Mr. 
Veale pointed out to the jury, was that 
the defence crime doctor had not eluded 
phosphorus poisoning as a possible cause 
of death. 

All through (he trial, Miss Heilbron had 
pounced eagerly on lhe unallevi defecu, in 
the case against Mrs. Wilssom 11i.it the 
old men had uol died from lhe causes on 
their depth certificates created an oppor- 
tunity lor confusion but il did not alter 
the fact that four doctors fotind that 
Leonard and Wilson had died fruui plms- 
phorui poisoning. The defeuce found it 
a cause for corn pi aim thai Dr. Stewart 
had taken a section from the liver only, in 
view of The obvious cause of death, hut 
he indignantly denied a suggestion that 
his post-mortem was incomplete. 

On the other hand, the court had Dr 
Camps" opinion thai "no autopsy in any 
case of poison can be complete without 
full pathological examination ol adjoining 
organs " 




On Miss Ilcilbron's advice— and Mr. 
Justice H incite line rebuked her for telling 
the court — Mrs. Wilson did not give 
evidence, "lias she helped you all she 
could?" asked the judge in his summing 
up. and he went on to list a number of 
ways in which Mrs. Wilson could have 
helped and had not door so. 

Miss Ileilbron's undoubted eloquence 
could not put a gloss on unpalatable farts 
and did not save the widow. The jury, 
as instructed by the judge, gave the same 
weight to Dr. Camps' evidence as to that 
of Lhe other crime doctors, bur it was 
foor against one and not a wholehearted 
one at that. The odds told The widow 
was not hanged as ^hr might have been 
under the l^&B Homicide Act for com* 
mining two murders, but to the end of 
her life will remain segregated from men 
in a place where beetle-poison is not 
available, *k 
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VfERY few of Britain's wartime 
murders made- the newspaper

work of the crime dbctort and detectives 
ui cji-Hi nvetmg lh*» murderers merited the 
description ' brilliant."

And threw thr sacks 
containing her naked, lurssed-up lxidy into 
the shallow River I .en, warrants a place 
m any collection e<| notable murders 
Hut when Manton was tried at Bedford 
A.«>/.^ the event passed all mom uiirioiiced. 

[n t944. a rruriul year in lhr war, 
few people had die lime nr inclination 
to attend mnrdei Trials and Wanton's trial 
must be one of the few evoi held :H which 
The judge — Mr. Justice Singleton? passed 
sentence in .1 half-empty court. 

I h<- lv>dy was wrapped in several potato 
sacks and the murder was discovered by 
two Luton Corporation sewermen, Gore 
and Cook, while tiling the level of the 
^mn on the fo(it;y afternoon of Novemhet 
UK ]9Vl. They saw the bundle rn the 
stream— really little more than a brook 
— and hauled it to the bank. The bundle 
had been seen En the morning from the 

footpath bv worn; of men going to WOfk 
■ii the nearby Vanxhall motor factory, but 
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none of them found time to investigate or 
report that it was there. 

The body was not a pleasant sight when 
Di Keith Simpson arrived at the Luton 
and Uuniiable Hospital to find the cause 
of death- "I don't think her imn mother 
would recognise her," remarked a detec- 
tive.

Full rigor mortis had set in and Simp- 
son thought die had hern dead foT about 
twenty-four hours. Simpson noted an 
appendix ■scar. He put hn ase ai about 
thirty-five and as <£\c had had children 
More, he mid the police they might 
assume she was married. 

Not many middle-aged matrons, as dis- 
tinct fiorn young git'K vanished u-irhnm 
a Mare in wartime and, with the generous 
number of clues provided hy the crime 
doctor, Chief Inspe tor [later Superinten- 
dent) William tihupman ( "The Choi Lib*' ) . 
of Scotland Yard, was reasonably confi-

Thr potato dealer named, on one of 
Ihe sacks was < unladed, but at be had 
hundreds of customers and his bags pawed 
from hand to hand after they left hi* 
premise*, he could not help. Superim en- 
dent Fred CherriM took fiiiger-printsi from 
the dead body but she had no criminal 
record. The name* of more than four 
hundred missing women bearing some 
resemblance to lhr dead woman were 
wri Utilised, but one by one they failed in 
some vital way to niairh her features. 

Plaster casts of the woman's jaws were 
taken so dial dentists could bp rnri.-mlierj 
when the woman's name wax found. The 
dead fare was "Touched up" and the bc^t 
side waut photographed. The photographs 
showing thr woman's profile were taken 



round by policemen to every house in the 
area of outer Luton in which The hody 
had lieen found Entailments of the 
photograph were Pushed on Luton's 
cinema screen* and posters were displayed 
at police stations. Rut the unknown 
Woman remained unidentified. 

On several occasions, Chief Ins pet tor 
Chapman thought he was on the verge of 
success. A guod photograph taken in life 
can he misk-adiuiT and photographs oE the 
dead, especially when some restoration has 
ro be done, are at best ju.si beTter Thau 
nothing- Thirty-nine people went to the 
mortuary to ai tempi idem ilicat ion. On 
nine separate occasions, men with missing 
women rrlatjves declared that the photo 
graph was of die woman they knew and 
actually went as far as identifying the 
liody — to discover soon afterwards ihat 
limy had madr a genuine mistake. 

In The course of the house-to-house 
check, three of l he woman's own children, 
who were bnween fourteen and seventeen 
yean old, were shown the picture but 
failed to see thai it was Thru rnoihei. 

One of the children did go as far 
as to sav that the picture was a bit like 
Mummy fuii Manton quickly dispelled 
ihe idea, "h can't be her," Manton said, 
"she called here the other day to fetch 
some clothes.' 1 Rene Manton had been

He said she 
had been a good wife and mother until 
the war begML bhe had gone out to 
work for a tobacco company and had 
started drinking, smoking heavify, and 
staying Out late at nigltL Whenever he 
asked her where .she had Irfre.n she told 
him to mind his own business. Me sus- 
pected she had been going out whh 
soldiets nian> dilTerent soldiers. Ln the 
end he had thrown her out of the house. 




She had been away Tor five months 
over Clui'tmas. 11)42, but for the icake 
of the children they had come together 
again. 'Hie reunion hnd not been a 
success. Manton could not he alwofutely 
sure that hi) wife did noi continue to go 
daruiug and Ijt "disloyal" to him when 
he was on duty but suspected it- 

With this lvack ground added to the 
evidence he had collected, Chief Inspector 
Chapman arrested Mamon for murdering 
hiF wife. Manton did not deny the charge 
and said he was sorry he had lied before 
— it was for the sake of the cliildreiL 
He threw in a few more details about the 
l.whavinur of his wife Ever since she 
returned to him. bt- said, nhe had hern 
grumpy and quarrel ionic She was mudi 
worse on becoming pregnant, because ^he 
did noi want the child- For the sake of 
the growing family, Manton had put np 
with his viilr's had temper. 

He said the quarrel that had resulted 
in Rene Manton^ death had orcttrTrd 
not because of what hi* wife had done 
but because of his own activities. 

Manton 1 * pay as a fireman waj not high 
and he supplemented tl during the early 
days of the war by inruiuig a irrccn grocery 
business- — the potato sacks had come from 
one of his supplier;! — and later by acting 
lis a part-time but man at the Plume of 
lenders at Luton. Kis pregnant wife 
could not £o out much and wanted his 
i OWpany when he was; urT duly. Manton 
gave up ilw joh to placate her, but on Lite 
day of die fatal quarrel, when he wits on 
leave, he had said he was going tn rake 
it up again. 



They had had dinner and were drinking 
tea by the fireside when Mamon told 
her of his plan lo go out that evening. 
"That's alt you think about, uoinp to 
wrjrk among those cows down there." she 
said, flaring. 

With these, and a few filthy words, she 
jumped up and Hung the scalding tea in 
his lore, shouting that she hoped il would 
blind him. Manton had immediately seized 
a hc.ivy onk stool and hit her over the 
head with it several times. In a few dread- 
ful seconds, assuming that Manton wa*. to 
lie believed, all was over. The woman fell 
bark against ihe wall and sank slowly to 
the floor near the front-room door. 

If Manton had ktlh-d in temper he had 
gbl rid of ihe Itody in a remarkably cool 
way. it was only just after one oVlock 
and the children were not due hack from 
sehoo! lor some hours. After dnverittg 
and crying, he stripped ihe body, removing 
even the ring*. He tied it up in the sa* ks 
he had in the house and carried it down 
to the cellar. The killing of his wifr had 
left plenty of hlood about and he spent 
all the time before Ihe children came home 
cleat ting up the ine.s^, 

Darkness fell early and Manton had 
to gel thr children out ul the way before 
he could finally dispose of the body. Ivy, 
his seven teen -year-old daughter, was no 
trouble; she had arranged to go out with 
a friend alter tea. The oilier three t h'rl- 
dren, including eight-year-old Sheila, were 
given money to go to the cinema. 

"1 bruught my wife up from ihe cellar, 
got my bike out, bfted her across die 
handlebars, and wheeled her down in 
the river," said MnntotL J 'Thal was the 
only place I Could think of to get hec 
out or the children's way. 1 then tode 
home and got the children's supper ready. 
Thcv never suspected anything." 

Manton was vety thorough in removing 
every trace of his crime to make sure 
rhat anyone who might he suspicious would 
he satisfied. Too. In the savage attack 
mil his wire, Mamon had split die heavy 
oak stool he had uwd. On ihr breta&l 
that they were short el hrewnod, he ttjld 
Im snti Ronnie to hrcak it and burn it 

Mis. Manton had not t>een wearing her 
false teeth when he killed her. He found 
them in a i^lass, and as he I bought the i hil- 
dreo would think it odd that then mot hec 
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had gone away without them, he hid the 
teeth and burned them when he was alone. 

If Muttons story was true, he deserved 
«ime pity ioT the anguish his wde liad 
caused him. He had explained Im callous 
i^itons after the murder by saying that 
he had beni concerned solely to protect 
the children. Provided the jury believed 
him, there seemed to be a good chance 
ihai he might escape on the capital charge. 
Hut was his story true? 

Crime doctor Keith Sim pun demon- 
strated that it was not completely true. 
He said that from maiks he had found 
cm the woman** neck he was sure that 
an attempt had been made to strangle 
Mrs, Mamcn while she was alive. He 
tbougnt she had been pinned against tin: 
wall, with the murderer's haurte round 
I tec throat, but had managed to escape. 
He caught hei. tried again, and failed. 
Only then was she battered 10 death. 

If Simpson 1 ! conclusions were correct, 
Man ton's story of picking up the weapon 
in a moment of blind temper Hid DM 
stand up. 

Another piece of evidence Y)r. Simpson 
was able to provide was that Mrs. M.mtoti 
was not dead when her legs were lied 
together and she was put into the sacks- 
She had lived half .in hour to -M> 
miuuiesi. Hut Simpson very fairly said 
that n was quite likely Man lull thought 
*he was dead before he tird her up. 

Manton had been a lightweight baser 
in his youth and though physically insig- 
nificant he prided himself on keeping tit 
The question the judge and jury were 
tffcipg ins whether it w3S necessary, even 
m protect himself from another cup of 
scalding tea which he said she was pre- 
paring to throw, m attack a heavily 
pregnant woman with a stool r* 

Mam on put himself forward as a long- 
flijferm^, mcek-and-rnild man who had 
tteyer lifted a finger against his wife be- 
fore. But Rene Man ton's sister produced 
another picture. She said once she had 
paid an unexpected visit to the M anions' 
kitchen and saw Bertie going for his wife 
with his fists (tail in g- 

Mt. Justice Singleton, a down-to-t-anh 
but f|uixolic North Country bachelor, was 
not greatly taken by lnt: attempt Manton 
had made to blacken his wife's character. 
"Bear in mind when you aTe filled with 
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pity for the man on iriaJ that not much 
has been said for the one who is dead." 
He warned the jury, "We. have only his 
account of why they parted. What would 
the woman have said if she had been alive? 
You may wondeT whether she was as 
black as he has said- 11 

Manton had had three mouths to pre- 
pjre his accuunt of what had happened 
during the struggle, but even then he did 
not get his story straight. Me was not 
aware, for instance, that Dr. Simpson had 
ri'i irisrnn reel the singulation attempi and 
Man ton's own explanation for the throat 
marks was not forthcoming until he was 
in the witness box. Me explained rather 
weakly that it had all been done in temper. 

Manton was undoubtedly kind to his 
children and wept in the dock when his 
counsel spoke of rhem. Since the murder 
he had looked after them well. But had 
he been kind to his wife? There was one 
act of omission fur which the judge 
roundly condemned him. As a unm of 
the world, the judge could imagine Man- 
Ion killing his wife in anger. But when 
he realised she was dying or dead, the 
first thing he ought to have done was to 
rush out for help. All Bertie Manton had 
floor was to bundle up the body and make 
arrangements to dispose of it. 

The judge had less Kympathv for Man- 
ton than many people who knew little 
a hunt the circumstances. The }ury found 
him guilty and the judge sentenced him 
to death. His sympathisers obtained 30,(JO0 
signatures to a petition for mercy and 
Manton was reprieved. In bit ca*e, life" 
sentence wa» just that and he died in 
Parkhurst Prison, Isle of Wight, in 1946. 

In mosi murder cases, small side 
mysteries art uever ex plained and there 
were two in the Luton sack murder case. 
The first is why Manton chose to clump 
his wife's Ixidy in the River Lea at a 
point where it was certain tu be found 
quickly. 

The second puzzle was how part of 
Mrs. Man ton's coat came to be on the 
waste ground so near the spot where her 
body wm found. Manton said that on 
the day after murdering his wife be stoked 
up the copper boiler and burnt her blood- 
stained clothes. Did he cut up and dispose 
of die rest of her clothes piecemeal? * 




WELSH lM 
^MUMMY^ 

OF all the pcuplt: who u>ok part in 
the murder trial in October, 
I960, of Mrs. Sarah Jane Harvey, 
a 65-year-old Rhyl, North Wafcs, 
landlady, the most unremarkable 
was the woman in the dock. 

The Solicitor-General, Sir Jocelyn 
Simon, QX! r , whn prosecuted, wa.> to be- 
come President of the Probate, Divorce 
and Admiralty Division of the High 
Court; Mr. Elwyn Jones. Q.C, his chief 
assistant,, was picked liy the Labor Prime 
Minister in l9o4 to be Attorney -General. 
Professor Sir Sydney Smith, called the 
"patriarch" of all forensic experts, and 
Dr. (now Professor) Francis E. Camps, 
onr of the hading Home Oil ice paiholo- 
r^isix for a quarter of a century , attended 
to give advice to the defence cm matters 
about which noi more than a dozen mm 
in the world could have spoken with 
authority. 

Sir Franci* Walxhe, the great neurologi- 
cal specialist was present, as was Lord 
Ohen of Btr ten head, the famous 
physician. Dr. Edward Gerald Evans, 
Home Office pathologist for North Wales 
and West Midlands, was the chief prose- 
cution witness and although the defence 
experts disagreed with his conclusions, 
thev openfy expressed admiration for his 
work, 

Noi the feast remarkable man in court 



was the defence counsel, Mr. Andrf 
Rankin, a nifiged figure, an expert in botl 
Scottish and English law and a triple Ufa 
[hockey, swimming, and water-poloj, o 
both Edinburgh and Cambridge Univer 
sides who, at thirty-six, took on a foi 
inidahle team of prosecutors. 

Yrl the frail, ailing, drab litde wam.i 
in die court had done suinething wlm 
extraordinary and ordinary people Cuu! 
not think of without revulsion. For twem 
years, she had kept the mummified bod 
I Mrs. Frances Abie Knight, her lodpr 
trr a locked cupboard at ihe top of lh< 
bedroom stairs. She was suspected a 
murder, arciuicd of it, and acquitted. 

As her counsel said, she must hat 
gone through hell, knowing die body wa 
there and that, having put it there, itu 
could not turn back, With her seen 
always in dangeT of exploding, she walk 
the streets of the holiday town of Rh> 
and except for her few friends nobody sr- 
her a second look. 

The case of the Mummy in the Cup 
board, as it came to be called, was f 
lowed by the public for a number 
reasons. To begin with, mummies are r. 1 
found in rupboards every day of ; - 



week in Britain. The trial when it v tS 
heard ai Ruthin, the little assize to*n 
in Uenbighshire, came to an end imnv 
ately after exhaustive i rnss-examinarion ti 
the Crown 1 * |wo principal witnesses, hut 
particularly of the pathologist. Dr. Fa 
The two defence crime doctors. Sir Syd- 
neV Smith and Dr. Camps, w + exe presem 
throughout. They did not give eviden.e 
bui [he knowledge (hat rhey were ihri-r 
— and what they would say if ihey wef* 
called — had a profound effect. 

There was another fact which nt.. <- 
the trial interesting, although ii wax nai 
revealed at the rime. Barristers in muroVr 
trials have been experts on guns, poise k, 
and other technical matters, but the ■ - 
fence counsel, Mr, Rankin, had an unuai ii 
qualification. For two vears, he bad 
studied medicine at Edinburgh L'rivtr- 
under one of his own forensic experts, Sif 
Svdney Smith. 

To a large extent, Mrs. Sarah f. 
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Harvey was responsible for her own pre- 
dicament, Mrs. Knight, the estranged 
wife of a Rhyl dentist who had gone 
in ta live in Hove, Sussex, took a 

30/- a week bed-sitting rot?rn in Mrs, 
Harvey's house in West Kinmel Street 
L -arly in 1940. The exact date she went 
ihere was not certain, but a policeman 

landed her personally on February 27, 
l'J40, the magistrates' order awarding her

her off to her father s house. The two 
men returned together to the house and 
immediately they had made certain thai 
what was inside the cupboard was a body, 
they sensibly hurried to the police station 
fur help. 

A local doctor was called but realised 
that the task of examining a mummified 
body would have to be undertaken by a 
highly skilled pathologist, and within a 
few hours Dr. Evans and Dr. Alan Ctift, 
a biologist from the Home Office Forensic 
Laboratory at Preston, had begun to un- 
ravel the mystery of the mummy in the 
cupboard. 

hod ics do not Become mummies in a 
day or two in cold, damp clu nates and 
the obvious person to question first was 
Mts. Ilarvey, who had lived in the house 
for over forty years. Mrs. Harvey was, 
naturally, shocked to hear of the mummy 
in the cupboard. She was a respectable 
13 well as a sick woman and the only 
blemish on her character was a < opivietion 
for the theft of £10 in 1942. 

Hit firsi reaction when the police called 
to see her was to feign surprise and say 
she knew nothing about the mummy. No 
doubt with thoughts of her own illness 
uppermost in her mind she forgot any 
prepared story — if in the course of twenty 
years living with the mummy she had ever 
had one clearly mapped out. 

But Mrs, Harvey was sharp and knew 
her way about. She must have realised 
quickly iliac the police would not shrug 
off the finding of the mummy as one of 
those mexpncalilc things that happen. They 
had already questioned Leslie about the 
lodgers he remembered and the uame of 
Mrs. Knight, a lodger in his boyhoud 
days, had cropped up. Yes, Mm, Harvey 
told the police, she knev> Mrs. Knight, 
I i rippled lady, who had lived with her 
until the end of the war. She now lived 
in Penymaes, Llandudno, with a Mrs. 
Collins. Mr*. Harvey said she was flu re 
of that because every week she still col- 
lected £2 due to Mrs. Knight under a 
maintenance order and posted it on* eilher 
in cash or as a postal order. 

The police made a note to look up 
Mrs. Kiiiyhi in IVnymars and asked Mm,. 
Harvey abtml other lodgers who mighl 
know about the mummy in the cupboard 



Mrs. Ifarvey took her time to answer, but 
eventually she said she did remember a 
rouple, named White nr Wright. They 
had come In Rhyl at the time the bombing 
started in the Smith of England. Mrs. 
Harvey said they wanted to store "stuff 
and foodstuff" and she had let them use 
(he landing cupboard. They had the key 
and wen l off with it about the end of the 
war. For two tlhriirtinases in succession 
she had had cards from the couple hut 
they never leturned to collect whatevei it 
was they had left in the cupboard. 

Mrs, Harvey had furnished streets, 
places, and names so thai the police could 
trace Mrs, Knight but they werr unsuccess- 
ful. Mt*. Harvry wan being diu.haiged 
from hospital temporarily, but instead of 
going home she went, by invitation, to the 
police station 




She now decided that liie tunc for 
fencing was over. The police had held 
her on a charge of obtaining one of Mrs 
Knight's weekly instalments of £2 by false 
prcLtnces and in the cells she began to 
unburden herself, "Mrs. Knight is in the 
cupboard," she informed Chief Inspector 
Ii. I. Williams. "I will tell you what 
happened. She died in ihe bedroom and 
I put her in ihe cupboard." 

Bit by bit, the term she had bottled 
up for twenty years came out. She said 
that loon after coming to lodge with hci\ 
Mrs. Knight became very frad and weak 
and developed great pains in her knee*. 
Four or five weeks after she arrived, thin 
Harvey was getting ready for bed in the 
hack bedroom, when she heard MrtL 
Knight screaming in her own bedroom 
1 went into the bedroom and saw her 
lying on the flour in her nightdress and 
coat. I asked her what had happened and 
she said, 'I am in an awful lot of pain 
and w r ould rather be dead'." 

Mrs. Harvey said she tried to pick her 
distressed lodger up but eon Id not manage 
it. She dressed herself and went down- 
stairs to make tea but when she Tetumed 
Mis. Knight was still lyuig on the floor 
and was dead. "I was on my own in 
the house and was stared *tirT, so I 
pulled her along the Landing and pui 



her into the empty ruplxiard/' she said. 
"I pui fly-papers in the cupboard and 
ihen locked iL I didn"t tell anyone she 
had died — but J kept trying to keep things 
covered up, I have gone through hell 
evei since. 1 have told yuu everything now 
and that is the truth." 

The Rhyl detect ives now had plenty of 
clues to follow up — apart from what ihe 
wurk of the pathologist* would yield — 
since it was clear that Mrs. Ilajvey s story 
would have to undergo the most stringent 
tests. Sudden death in a quiet house to 
a woman on her own can be y frighlening 
experience, but the question in the mind* 
or the police and lawyers, was simple: 
Which was the more frightening thim» to 
do — run into ihe house of a friendly 
nn^hhur rmd get help or drag .i froshl) 
dead body out on to the landing, torn enow 
— reiticinbering that Mrs. Harvev h;id said 
she could not lift Mrs. Knight from the 
floor into bed — get her into the cupboard 
and wedge her there wilh a bedspread? 

A first thought was that Mrs. Harvry, 
sen nt! Mrs. Knight dead on the Hoot, 
suddenly realised that if onl\ she could 
conceal the body she would in eifeyi have 
inherited a pension uf £2 s week, Th< 
prosecution a] her trial went further and 
suggested that Mr*. Harvey had done rimr* 
I ban that — she had actually si rang! id Mrs 
Knight herself with a stocking rhril 
rite fould mntinue to draw the mone>, 
The court did nut accept ihe view, bin 
over the years Mrs. Harvey did col lee i 
£2(W9 paid over by Mr. Knight from 
Hove. 

Mrs. Ilarvey had also taken good care 
lo see that the arrangement was nut dis- 
turbed, lite clerks in the magistrates' 
office showed an interest in dieir "clients" 
and often asked how Mrs. Knighl T whom 
they never saw, was gcttmg on. Mrs, 
Harvey \ replies varied week by we^L, from 
"about the same" to :i a Hide better Tl or 
"'no i too good." Oc canon ally at Christmas 
Mrs. Harvey negotiated for the money to 
be paid in advance antf when H did rmt 
turn up, the clerks were surprised tu hrar 
I hat the invalid would be in a "terrible 
bad temper" or would "play hell' in 
nm sequence. 

When the irial took place, Mr. Revelry, 
one of t!if senior f Jerks, was qurslioncd 
closely by Mr. Rankin aljout the office 
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system which had allowed Mrs. Harvey 
to draw the money for so long. Mrs- 
Harvey** signed authority could not be 
found in the files, but Mr, Reveley remem- 
bered that she had handed it over. It 
had never occurred to him to doubt her 
honesty, *'l have known her for forty or 
forty -five years and have always found 
her perfectly straight forward," be Raid. 

In the dead woman in the cup- 

board must have been very much on 
Mrs. Harvey's conscience because she sold 
a black trunk which had belonged to Mrs. 
Knight and had her initials stamped on 
it. She remarked to the buyer that she 
did not think Mrs. Knight would ever 
come back for it. 

Mrs. Harvey had undoubtedly taken 
trouble to keep inquisitive lodgers away 
from the cupttoard. A miner who lodger! 
with Mrs, Harvey when he worked at 
a Rhyl colliery was traced to Newark. 
He said be aad his wife were "a bit 
nosey" when they lived in the house for- 
periods in 1350 and lf+51 and bad tried 
lo open the cupboard. He Inst interest 
in h when Mrs. Harvey lold him that it 
contained her best linen. 

But the most significant discovery which 
the police thought cast great doubt on 
Mrs, Harvey's story was a fly- paper found 
hanging from the roof of tbi cupboard. 
Mrs. Harvey said that from the day Mrs. 
Knight was put in the cupboard in the 
early spring of 1940, the door had re- 
mained locked. This could not have 
been true. The fly-paper bore a code 
number and the name of the manufacturer 
a l Derby. Thai particular batch of fly- 
papers, the manager said, could not have 
been on sale before the carJy spring of 
1942 — a whole year after Mrs. Knight's 
death. 




Some of these matters could \x drowned 
or at least obscured by the vigorous cross- 
examination to which Mr. Rankin sub- 
jected every witness. But, in the end, 
the case against Mrs. Harvey depended 
on the evidence given — or to be given — 
by the doctors who had treated Mrs. 
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Knight b life and those who had known 
her as what Dr, Camps called "a shell of 
dried skin and bones." 

Mrs, Harvey, even twenty years before 
her trial, had not been particularly robust 
and part of the Crown case was that she 
was able to kill because Mrs, Knight was 
''vulnerable.'' lf You may think that the 
fact that Mrs. Knight was a cripple is 
significant in considering whether she 
wmi Id not be an easy victim of attack,' 1 
said the- Solicitor-General, in opening the 
case, 

Mrs. Knight's friend Mrs. Fhylbs 
Rogers partially upset the idea thai Mrs. 
Knight was always miserable, complain- 
ing and by inference, almost helpless. 
She produced a holiday snapshot which 
showed Mrs. Knight looking quite happy* 
though admittedly she walked with a 
stick. "She was cheerful with a keen sense 
of humor/' said Mrs. Rogers. "She never 
complained of pam/ T Mrs. Rogers main- 
tained that though her condition was 
jdowly deteriorating Mrs. Knight was 
chiefly worried because she was losing her 
sense of balance. 

Mrs. Rogers had taken Mrs. Knight 
to Liverpool to see the famous consultant 
physician, Lord Cohen of Birkenhead, who 
had diagnosed disseminated sclerosis but 
anticipated that there would be some im- 
provement in her condition. Mrs. Knight's 
medical records showed that she was 
slightly overweight and there was .in nh trig 
in them to suggest that she would die 
from natural causes within a short period. 

But Sir Francis Walsh e, the neurologist, 
advised the dclence on a point m Mrs. 
Harvey's favor Her counsel took it up 
with Lord Cohen, who agreed that Mrs, 
Knight had l>rcn suffering from a kidney 
infection which, in an acute form, might 
lead to death. He said anyone predisposed 
to the infection might fall dangerously ill 
suddenly and die within a fortnight. So, 
one of the most distinguished physicians 
went on the court record with the view 
that it was possible for Mrs. Harvey's 
account of Mrs. Knight's death to be 
correct. 

The case reached the beginning of its 
rrurial stage when crime doctor Gerald 
Evans stepped into the whnp.is box to 



tell of the discovery and detailed examina- 
tion of the mummy. There is a great 
deal of camaraderie among crime doctors, 
though they often speak in slighting terms 
of each other's work when taiking privately . 
But there is no tendency for them to 
hang together and in most cases the cross- 
examinations of counsel, usually based on 
die opinions, of other crime doctors, are 
as a rule searching and prolonged. In 
the mummy case, Dr. Evans was to be 
put to the fiercest teat. 

The mummy, it turned out, was not a 
*'true n mummy, though the difference be- 
tween "true" and "false' 1 could be appre- 
ciated only by crime doctor?. Mummifica- 
tion was drying until the moisture was 




removed from the tissues, said Dr. Evans, 
The passage of a current of dry air over 
the body T day and night, led to mummi- 
fication and the preservation of the 
features and contours of the body* It 
was well known in Egypt. 

In the case of the Rhyl mummy, 
mummification ought have Occurred be- 
cause of a freak of chance For many 
weeks and months, warm, dry air had 
circulated up the stairs into the landing 
and cupboard where the body lay. A 
small trapdoor above the cupboard may 
have helped the draughts. Dr. Camps said 
later that the explanation was over- 
simplified but he admitted that it seemed 
to satisfy the jury. Gruesome photographs 
of the body were handed up to Mr. 
Justice Da vies, who seemed to approve 
of them on the principle that one picture 
is worth a thousand words. 

It had been bale at night when Dr. 
Evans dun bed the carpeted stairs of Mrs. 
Harvey** house and in the light of police 
torches Ijegan to make clinical observations 
on the contents of the cupboard. Lay- 
men hi the old courthouse at Ruthin 
listened in a kind of awed wonder. 

The. sight he saw was not pretty — the 
fly-paper saturated with flies, the thick 
cobwebs on the walls to which dead 
spiders clung in grotesque masses, and 
the abject on the floor that had been a 



woman. Here the lacy cobwebs mttt 
several inches deep. 

A foot was visible, brown and skim 
as Leslie Harvey had seen it. Menu 
closer into the smell of decay, Dr. Eva-\j 
gently began to brush aside the cobweb ■ 
mould, and dust. He uncovered whit 
had been a human face with nosu i 
dilated and lips stretched and diiconr-i. 
But immediately he had had to retreat on 
to the landing to cough out the dust that 
rose in cloud?, and choked him. 

The greatest care was obviously nei 
sary in recovering the mummy and i r 
Evans examined the cupboard to - e 
whether he could unscrew it to take il 
away. But the cupboard had been bull 
on to the waif and it could not be do 
So he began again to stir the dust m 
gently as possible and after a time bi 
saw the outline of the mummy under a 
crumbling blue dressing gown and blatn i 
He had Lo remove two more types >f 
material before the mummy was a i 
ptetely exposed — the bedspread, which 1 
been parted between the legs, «td a lo g- 
sleeved nightdress T the V-shaped neck of 
which could be traced. 

The mummy, under the touch of ds 
fingers, was rock hard — an absolute statue,, 
Dr. Evans said in court, It was ty nj* 
on its back with the thighs bent tow rd 
the abdomen and the legs bent or Wcxt Ml 
the knees. The left arm was extended down 
the side of the body and the right fci re- 
arm, with a claw-like hand t lay across 
the chest. 

Dr. Evans 1 experience in removing be 
crumbling matter other than the body ad 
made him apprehensive about what would 
happen when he attempted (o take ihe 
mummy out of the cupboard, but he reed 
not have worried.

But if that slocking is Sffr 
in contact with the skin over a period of 
time, ihert, especially alter mummification 
^tails, I think it i^ more than probable 
ihas an indentation would icinam/' he 
said. 

There had been a depress ton on lhe 
side of the thyroid canilage and he had 
found a knof in ihr stocking, but not 
where die depression was, Dr Evans 
fadttd die groove on the left side difficuh 
to associate with a natural fold of the 
neck and there was nothing in the rup- 
Umrd which would account for the external 
pressure.

A few quest inns later, he did 
not conceal his exasperation. **1 aut 1 tying 
to be completely scientific and 1 arn not 
prepared to be dounialic, as aE>[uoerti.ly 
tome are/' he said, 

There was little wonder f hat after nearly 
twelve hours in ihe witness \iox, Di. 
Evans became annoyed al -riie Tone of 
some of thr i|uefrtions. 10 spite of honeyed 
words aboui hi* f^irne.ts. "Yon dv twist 
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things, don't you,'* he exclaimed to Mr. 
Rankin at one point. "It** very difficult 
far me to put anything across." 

The ligature had been put round Mrs. 
Knight** neck either by Mrs. Knight her- 
self or by someone else, and the defence 
developed an mgenious theory that Mrs. 
Knight was wearing the slocking 315 a 
cure for a cold It was no more than 
an idea which, according to some observers, 
made the court murmur in surprise. No 
doubt. Perhaps the surprise Kms tell at 
the idea of the wife of a professional 
man believing in such an old -fashioned 
remedy, quite apart from the fact that 
there was no evidence whatever that Mrs. 
Knight had had a cold 




Dr. Evans had not excluded the possi- 
bility thai Mrs. Knight had died naturally 
for the simple reason that be had very 
Little tissue to work on- He was asked 
whether she could have died from a heart 
attack, lung in fee lion like lobar pneumonia, 
bladder, kidney, or other infection. The 
answer in each case was "yes** because 
Dr. Evans had already said that he did 
not know the cause of death. 

Why then, he was asked, was it sug- 
gested that Mrs. Knight was strangled 
with a stocking? tie replied that there 
were sis; reasons — the neck groove, the de- 
pression on the neck, the depression on 
the thyroid cartilage; the ligature itself, 
the tightness ot the ligature, md finally, 
the evidence as a whole. 

After much sounds fury, and wind, Dr t 
Evans had conceded little at the end 
of his cross-examination and the only 
important point fop the Sol ici tor-General 
to re-emphasise was how the distortion 
of the thyroid cartilage had occurred, 
"Is there any question of it taking place 
as a result of dissection?" he asked. 

"In my opinion, no, or I would readily 
say so," affirmed Dr. Evans. 

The case for the prosecution was con- 



cluded with the evidence given by Dr. 
Alan Clift, the biologist who had gone 
to Rhyl on the night of the discovery of 
lite mummy. The fragments of stocking 
round Mrs. Knight's neck were not much 
to go on, but he said they showed that 
originally the stocking had been stretched 
tightly round her neck. Not only had 
the stocking been stretched but the frag- 
ment was the lypicai shape of a ligature. 

He was emphatic that the stretching had 
not occurred by the natural process of 
the swelling of the neck. He was asked 
whether the stretching of the slocking was 
of a homicidal character and his reply was 
"yes/* wn b b^ie surprise proviso that he 
could not rule out suicide. 

Mr. Rank in challenged the evidence of 
Dr Clift as vigorously as he had dune that 
of Dr. Evans. The late Lord Birkctt in 
the Rouse case had confounded an en- 
gineering expert because the expert did 
not know the co-efficient of the expansion 
of brass and Mr. Rank in attempted a 
similar manoeuvre. He drew from Dr* 
Clilt an admission that be did not know 
how to distinguish between American, 
Egyptian, and Indian cotton. 

Nevcrtfieless, Dr Clift answered firmly 
"I do," when be was asked whether he 
considered himself an expert on fabrics. 
Eh-, Clift agreed that he could find no 
other evidence ort the stocking breaking 
under tension except that of insect attack. 

Al this point, Mr. Justice Davtes inter- 
rupted counsel's cross-examination. "The 
allegation here is that this stocking wax 
used by the prisoner to strangle this 
woman. Hie vital question is 'Has it 
been unduly si retched?* That h the first 
question to my mind that should have 
been asked." 

Mr. Rankin bowed to the Judge and 
asked Dr. Clift whether he would be in- 
terested In learn that the defence had been 
to the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce Commercial Testing House and 
their conclusion was that the Hocking 
had not been abnormally si retched. "I 
don't agree, 1 * said Dr. Glift. 



It was clear that not only did the 
crime doctors disagree about the con- 
clusions to be drawn from the marks on 
the body bit that the fabric experts on 
boih sides would be diametrically opposed. 

Mr. Eric Jones, director of the Testing 
House, had carried out a number of tests 
at the request of Mrs. HarveyV advisers 
on how much tension would have been 
required to strangle Mrs, Knight with a 
stocking. His conclusion, stripped of non- 
technical terms, was that there was no 
evidence that the stocking round the 
mummy's urck had been under any abnor- 
mal tension, although the experts would 
not go as far as to say that the stocking 
had never been under an abnormal stretch- 
ing force, 

Dr. Clift, before his evidence was com- 
plete, had fainted in the witness box and 
while the court waited for him to recover, 
counsel for both sides talked the case 
over informally outside. Hie weakness of 
the prosecution case had been exposed and 
the Soltc itor-Qeneral took the decision not 
to pursue it further* 

The Judge was informed in his private 
room and later, in open court t Sir Jocelyn 
said that after considering his duty, the 
state of the case, and the evidence so far, 
it would not be right to invite the jury 
in End a verdict of guilty, 

For once in the case, the experts — 
this time on law — agreed. "There seemed 
la be manifold circumstances of suspicion 
in the cast," said Mr. Justice Davits. 
"But when one considers ike evidence, of 
Dr. Evans, which was given with con- 
spicuous skill, fairness and moderation, it 
comes to this: He cannot say whether 
the ligature was put on before or after 
death and he cannot say that the ligature 
caused death. If it cannot be proved that 
the stocking stretched, then the prosecution 
fads. Without saying any more, because 
we have not heard the defence evidence,, it 
does appear that the prosecution are in 
no position to prove that the stocking was 
sLrelchecl 1 * 

The money to defend Mrs. Harvey had 



been raised privately and Mr. Grahan 
Roberts, the young defence solicitor 
like Mr. Rankin, engaged on his fin 
murder case— said that the considerabl 
sum of £3000 had been spent. When 1' 
jury had found Mrs. Harvey not guilt- 
of murder, Mr, Rankin applied for coat> 

"I appreciate "that it could be said tkr 
this lady left herself open to this kith 
of charge, 1 * observed Mr. Rankin. **Bu! 
whatever lies she may have told, or coin 
cool, calculating woman she may has* 
been, in the end the prosecution can 
came down to two witnesses. Dr. Evan 
and Dr. Clift." -The heavy costs incur re: 
by the defence, he said, had been in reap*, 
of those witnesses. 

"The Solicitor-General rose to his feet 
to resist the application but the Jim 
stopped him. **1 don't think 1 m 
trouble you, Mr. Solicitor," he said, "fs i, 
Mr. Rankin,™ he added, dismissing 1 
application.
